Receives Appointment fom 8 S, Postmaster-General and 


Will Leave in Few Days on Lengthy Aerial Flight 
—Route Is Finally Decided Upon 


Washington, Oct. 2.—Transportation of U. S. mail across the continent 
by aeroplane over an officlally desiqnated route by a special mall messenger 
appointed by Postmaster General Hitchcock will be undertaken this week. 
Earl L. Ovington, one of the aviators who achieved fame at the recent Nassau, 
Long Island, meet and who was designated by Mr. Hitchcock to carry mails 
over a short route between Nassau and Brooklyn is completing proparations 
for the long and perilous flight—the transportation of official mail across 
the continent from New York to Los Angeles in his airship. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock Issued an order today authorizing Oving- 
ton to act as a mall carrier and directing the postmaster at New York to dao- 
spatch a letter via the aeroplane route. Official sanctlon from the post- 
office department not onty was given the unde: taking, but a special mail 
messenger route was established by the department. It Is the longest malt 
messenger routo ovor established. A special mail pouch has been made for 
Ovington to carry, the ordinary pouch being too cumbersome aid unwieldy. 
The pouch will contain letters for Chicago delivery, as well as for dollvery 
in Los Angeles. 

The postmasters In both the cities have been instructed to receive and 
handle mail detivered by Ovington. 

No date for the beginning of the fllght-has yet been announced, but 
Ovington has assured the postoffice department that he will start from New 
York within a day or two. \
